Empty Pulpits. 

A rneporr just issued by a Committee appointed by the Archbishope 
of Canterbury and York might well, mutatis mutandis, refer to a conditiog 
of things prevalent in the Anglo-Jewish community and, from all accounts, 
not less veneral in the great community of our brethren in the United 
States. The Committee was appointed to enquire into the question of the 
supply of candidates for Orders and to formulate recommeJations upog 
the subject. There is a growing dearth of those who are willing to enteg 
the Christian Ministry, and some statistics which the Commitiee gathered 
go to show that the paucity 1s such that the average age ef the clergy ig 
this country who are on the active list is as high as fifty-two; while many 
parishes iN popnious centres have to rely upon the ministrations of ‘ 
single much-overworked individual. “Phe Committee further noted thag 
this state of affanrs is precisely the reverse from that which obtained ig 


the Church some years ago, when, in place of a dearth of candidates, the supply | 


was much greater than the demand. This but reflects the circumstances 
in which the Jewish pulpitfinds itself to-day, if those circumstances are ne 
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a reflection of the lack of those willing to enter into spiritual office in the 
Church. In America, there are we know not how many congregations 
who are without Ministers, and who are unablé to fill their pulpits ; while 
here in England the like difficulty among Jews is acute. Some dozen 
years ago the pest of Chief Rabbi became vacant, and it was no easy task 
to find a successor to the office that had been vacated by the death of Dr. 
Heemanne Apter. — To be sure, the difficulty here was complicated by 


‘the pursuit for mx i years previously, of a very unwise policy on the 


part of the Rabbimate, which had the effect of severely discouraging any 
who were ambitious of filling the highest ministerial post in Anglo-Jewry. 


At this very moment an important Metropolitan congregation is searching ~~ 


—and apparently up till now with no success—for one worthy, or 
capable. of carrying on the high traditions which the two previous 
incumbents of the particular ministerial office have created and 
maintained. It is true that in réspect to the West London Synagogue 
other clements enter, which make it no easy task to select a successor 
to the Rev. Morris Josrpn. But the fact remains that there are no 
candidates fortheoming who possess the qualifications to which we refer ; 
and this particular synagogue is but an example, in respect to its unfilled 
spiritual office, of many another up and down the country. It is useful, 
therefore. for us to turn to the report of the Archbishop's Committeesin 
order. to see whether the causes of the decline in the number of those 
taking Orders im the church, are likely to be operating in - 
and ministerial office.

The Committee does not think that .ue low stipen ‘s 
of the clergy are, generally speaking, the chief deterrent. But, although this 
tay be so, so far as the voung men themselves who prefer other vocations are 
concerned, there can be no doubt that their rejection of a Church career ts 
largely inflnenced by parents and friends who desire to shield their relative 
or acquaintance from the hardship of poverty, which is so frequently the 


clergymatu's lot. Nor is it so much the definite prospect of a poor 


@xistence which determines the décision to enter,, or not, the ministerial 
career, There is the cértainty that it bars all chance of the gainmg 
of the material advantages which trade or commerce, or, indeed, almost all 


other professions, provide, by the money that can be gained from them. 
There are. the Committee thinks, many more difficulties; what it terms the 
intellectual difficulty being a prominent one. But there is, too, the decay 
of religion in the horae, and what the Bisnor or calls” the 
secularisation of our modern life generally... Religion is so‘largely voted 
a back number and its observance an obsolete practice ; while, on the other 
hand, .its non observance is scarcely noticed in the way of condemnation. 
Thus, the Committee shows how large, if ot preponderating, is the weigh! 
of inducements that present themselves to a young man about to start his 
independent career, against choosing the Church as bis vocation.

when there is an overwhelming’ spiritual impulsey.can it be 
expected that any young man will make a worthy choice of the Ministry 
for his life's work. Now, we have another reason for calling atten- 
tion to this report than the likeness of conditions which it reveals between 
those examired by the Bishops and those whith prevail among Jews. In 
a few days’ time, the Preachers’ Conference will assemble in London, 
and that were surely a fitting opportunity for considering why it is that 
the vast majority of our young men; many of them receiving, at least on 
the ‘secular side, training that would especially fit them to become Rabbis 
and Ministers, elect instead to devote their powers to almost any other 
profession or to business. It surely wonld not be a bad thing if a Com- 
mittee were appointed by the Conference to examine the whole question 
and report upon it, as the Church Committee aliaded to has done. Our 
preachers will not forget that if they could help te make their. profession 
a far more popular one than it is to-day, they would be bound to benefit as 
a body. and their good work would. be rendered more effectual by its 
enhanced status among Jews. 


Jewish Goodwill. 

Orr contributors Benammi’’ and Mentor,” both, in their respective 
causeries this week, approach the question of Jewish goodwill, but from 
widely different angles of thought. ~ Benammi” shows how the whole 
of the Jewish polity is informed with the prineiple .of what he terms 
noighbewrliness, and which he explains is goodwill and good understanding 
between Jews and those holding other religious principles. Reading ‘is 
eloguent and informative article, it is difficult to repress the thought of 
how ignorant of Judaism some non-Jews must be, who imagine that our 
people need teaching the doctrine of Peace on earth and Goodwill among 
men! For he shows how, as far back asin the days of the Talmud, it was 
declared that the Torah itself was given to Mankind only in order 
to promote peace. That. saying of our Rabbis will be well under- 
stood =| acquainted with their manner of enforcing — their 
teachings. They meant, of course, that he who stirs up ungrounded 
strife and bitterness of spirit between man aud man, debases. degrades, 
aud. renders himseli nuworthy of the Torah. Mentor,’ for his part, 
deplores the clash of creeds, which has done so nmeli evil in the world's 
history, and shows how the belief in the superiority of one creed and the 
inferiority of all others which has tended more than anything else to 
divide men in strife aud in passion, is opposed to the fine Jewish doctrine 
which teaches that righteousness and not’ creed is the essential thing ; 
and that the righteous of allcreeds are equally favoured by the Almighty. 
It may be said that with the looseniug of the bonds of religion, this lesson of 
Brotherhood which Judaism teaches becomes comparatively unimportant. 
Bat those who think this, take, we are sure, but a surface view of world.

“1! Believe.” 
By Mentor. 


CARCELY a week goes by but T am urged frequently from more 
than ove quarter that something shonld be done to counter the 
activities of Missionaries who devote themselves to the perversio.

It follows that the more thorough Jewish education is, the mere 
efficient it will become, as a shield and a buckler,. to those of the Jewish 
faith. enabling them to resist the wiles of the missionary. In respect to 
Jewish education, I should like, however, to say that it seems to me that.

Obituary. 


Dr. JOSEPH BREUER (Warsaw). 

The death has occurred at Warsaw, at the advanced age of eighty-three, 
of Dr. Joseph Breuer, who collaborated with Prof ssor Siegmund Freud ia 
founding the science of psycho-analysis. Dr. Breuer, who was a native of 
Vienna, studied medicine at the University of that city, and was appointed 
lecturer at the University. He resigned that post in 1890, in order to devote 
himself entirely to the practice of his profession and to literary work. He 
specialised in the physiology and pathology of the nervous system, and, 
in Conjunction with Fread, published in 18Wy “Studies in Hysteria.” Like 
his famous colleague, Dr. Brewer was closely identified with Jewish affairs, 
and was for many years a member of the Board of the Vienna Jewish 
community. 


Dr. D. VAN prN BERGH (Amsterdam). 

Dr. D. van den Bergh, who passedaway in Amsterdam last week at the 
age of forty-six, had been for five years chief of the internal department of 
the Jewish Hospital of Amsterdam. A native of Oss, the deceased gamed 
his final medical degrees in 1903, and acted for some time as assistant to 
Professor Rotgans. He was extremely popular among all glasses, and his 
loss is regarded as a severe blow both to the Jewish community and to the 
Dutch medical w orld. 


MR, JOSE H ERL ANG E R 

The death has occurred in Lucerne, as the resilé-of a motor accident, of 
Mr. Joseph Erlanger. Although only thirty-four years of age, the deceased 
had been instrumental in founding in Switzerland a number of Jewish 
institutions of great value. These included the Red Magen Dari, the - 
Central Jewish [1i/tsfond, and the holiday camps for child sufferers from 
the war. He was a prominent member of the Central Council of the 
Aaudath Yierael, and was a keen supporter of all orthodox movements. 


Tue Larne Mr. JEROME JACOBS. 
Under the auspices of the Manchester Zionist Association, agnemorial 
service to the late Mr. Jerome Jacobs was held at Zion Hall on Wednesday 
in last week.

Happily he had lived to see the beginning of 
the realisation of fhe dream of the Jewish Nation. The future will 
estimate his real greatnéss, and then will the community begin to realise 
how difficult it is to repair the loss. His practical active service, his ardent 
Jewish idealism, will ever remain vividly in the memory of all those who 
knew hun.”

Sir Srcart Samvuet, the President, was in the chair a! the annual court 
of life governors and subseribers held last Sunday at the Instituteon, High 
Road, South Tottenham. There was adarge attendance. 

In moving the adoption of the thirty4ifth anneal. report and balance- 
sheet, the CrlAIRMAN expressed regret at the absence ‘abroad of ‘Lady 
Samuel. He said that the report was very , satisfactory, the ineome 


‘amounting to £41,722, and the expenditure to £11,166,leaving a balance of 


£556. The Committee of the Institution were very, gratefal to the-cem- 
munity, for its generous support. But it mast not be thonght that the 
Home was in too good a financial position, through having a small balance. 
The Beth Din had desired recently that certain structural alierations should 
be made at the home in connection withthe-kitechens ‘Those alterations 
had been carried cut, and had absorbed a targe proportion of the surplus. 
The passenger lift had also been modernised. There were over thirty-seven 
women applicants from all over the country waiting for admission, for 
whom at present there was no accommodation. It was an extraordinary 
fact that the women patients possessed greater vitality than the men. The 
question of increased accommodation was being considered by the Invest: 
gating Committee, who had recommended that some of the rooms at present 
occupied by the nurses should be used for-the women patients: Tint 
would mean that other quarters would have to be found for the 
nurses. If some philanthropist would come forward and provide the 
institut:.2 sith a wing, the situation would be saved. The cost of one patient 
per annum was £100. ‘There was a suitable site adjoining the Home upon 
which nurses’ quarters could be erected. The ‘Chairman referred to the 
great loss the instijution had sustained br the death of Mr. J. M. Ansell, 
who for over dirt year was actively associated with the Home. He also 
remarked on the abseWce, through illness, of Mr. Joshua Hands and -Miss 
Millie Isaacs, two devoted workers. The Board of Managément was 
particularly grateful to the Aid Societies for their assistance, without which 
the Institution could not be- maintained. The Aid Societies were doing 
a great work in collecting from among the thousands who subscribed 
their pennies every week. No more appreciated subscrthers had the Home 
than the inmates of the Joe! Emanuel and Mosesand Solomons Almshouse-, 
who regularly gave their mite to the Iustitution. That was-an example of 
the true Jewish heart of sympathy for the suffererand the incurable. It 
was the spirit that charactensed the Jewish people the world over. The 
Chairman concluded with an expression of thanks to Mrs. Landauer, who 
had provided the nucleus of a fund for giving treats to the patients andstaff ; 
to Messrs. Collins, the Hon. Architects: to Mr. L. Gaster. the Hon. Con. 
sulting Engineer; and to all the ladies and gentlemen who had organised 
entertainments. 

The report and balance-sheet were adopted :

. Grocery Relief Fund. | 


ANNUAL MEETING. 

The Fund held its anaual meeting on Tuesday, at 15, Dawson Place, V/., 
the residence of Mrs. F. D. Benjamin. | 

Mrs. J. H. Hertz, the President, who was in the Chair, reported on the 
work of the Fund during the season. She expressed the deep sorrow. the 
organisation felt in the great misfortune they had sustained of losing within 
a very short time three great friends and workers. Mrs. Keene; Mr.:8. H. 
Emanuel, and Mr. Gerald Levy. Mrs. Keene had been connected with the 
charity since its inception, and fulfilled the arduous duties of Hon. Secretary 
for fourteen years. They. could look back with satisfaction on the work of 
last season. The winter had been an exceptionally trying one, and on 
account of the prevailing state of unemployment and the consequent poverty 
and wart, the applications for their assistance were more nimerous and 
pressing than ever. During the season the number of families who received 


parcels of groceries was 7,652—400 more than the previous year, and included 


hd4 parcels sent either anonymonasly to poor gentlefolk or to families 
living too far from the place of distribution. The cost of the groceries 
distributed was £1,071—the .largest sum the Fund. had expended 
in a single year up to the present. The Fund had the good fortune to be | 
included in the numerous bequests under the will of thé late Albert Solomon 
Nathan, of Pietermaritzburg, and was receiving, in memory of the testator's 
brother, the sum of £40. per annum for fifty years. The Committee had 
decided that this sum should’ be expended on a special distribution to be 
held annually and to be called the Gustay Solomon Nathan Memoria .- 
Distribution. The first of these was held on April 2nd, when 325 families 
received parcels of groceries. -Miss Rose Jacobs had! given £10 for an 
additional oumber of families to receive groceries on Purim, and £3 in 
memory of her mother and brother, towards the hire of a Hall. Miss Paul 
had distributed 500 packets of chocolate to children on Purim. and a con- 
sigament of Lyons’ @ocoa was presented by Mr. Kenner. ‘The Committee 
was grateful for these donations and gifta, and also to Mrs. A. Solomons 
for providing index books, and to Miss Aarons and the children of the 
Heygate Sireet Schools for their collections on Chanucah and Purim in aid 
of the Fund. On behalf of the Committee, she expressed thanks to Mr. 
Philip Mordant, the Hon. Auditor, to Mr. H. R. Lewis, the Hon. Solicitor, 
and to Mrs. L. Eiton for her assistance to the Hon. Secretary. 

In the absence of the Treasurer, Mrs. Rercuman presented the balance- 
sheet, which, with the report, was adopted, on the motion of Mrs. SaskeRart, 
seconded by Miss ZACHARIAH. 

The Rev. Water LEVIN, in moving the election of Hon. Officers and 
Committee, said that the amount of work done now by the Grocery Relief 
Fund was a source of wonder to him when he remembered its small 
beginnings, when Mrs. Tuck used to collect 2 few parcels of groceries from 
her friends. 

The Hon. Officers and Committee were re-elected. with the addition of 
Miss Zachariah as a Vice-President, and Mesdames Philip Goldberg, and L. 
Joseph, and Miss Paul on the Committee. 

Mrs. ReicHMAN expressed thanks to Mrs. Hertz for presiding, and 
thanks were accorded to Mrs. Reichman for her work for the Fund. 

The Rev. W. Leviy suggested that it would help in the work of 
canvassing for subscribers if a small leaflet giving the figures of the amount 
of groceries distributed were priuted.

TRIBUTE TO JEWISH MOTHERHOOD. 


The annual meetin g of the Highbury Home for Friendless Children 
was held on Tuesday atthe residence of Mrs. Hillier Holt, the Treasurer. 
Major IsiDORE SALMON, C.B.E., M.P., who presided, said that the cry 
of the cradle brought his colleague (Mr. Samuel! Samuel) and himself away 
from an important delfate in the House of Commons on the question of 
widows and children. ‘To him fell the task of appealing to them on behalf 
of au institution which was doing great and beneficent work, carried on by 
a Committee who were inspired by the pride of motherhood and love of 
God's greatest jewel, the baby. He had recently visited the Home and 
found:thirty babies, twenty yououg girls, and five probationers in residence. 
The. babie¢ all looked remarkably well. There was no institutional touch 
* ghout the Home. The inmates were the children of widows or w glowers or 
mothers ordered to go to hospital. Io helping clildven of that kind they 
were performing a national service, and he was sure the community would 


answer the “S.O.8.” call for help. Several improvements were desirable. 
He suggested better bathroom accommodation, new lincleum, and the 


turfing of the garden. 

Mrs. MepeE., in presenting the report, said that besides the things Major 
Salmon had mentoned they were endeay ouring to instal central heating, and 
they wanted to take the children away to the seaside while the work was in 
progress. She hoped that the Ministry.of Health would contribute towards 
the cost, but they would have to find the bulk of the money. They had the 
option of Uslug a large hotise at Herne Bay at a cost of 12 guineas a week. 

My. SAMveL Samven, M.P., in moving the adoption of the report, urged 
that the children should have the best of attention, and said that this must 
necessarily be expensive. He offered a donation of £50 in response to 
Mrs. Model's appeal. 

Dr. TGHAIKOWSKY, i seconding the motion, said that she was familiar 
with Mrs. Model's work, and described the Home as an oasis in the desert. 
She used to inspect some Jewish sehools, and had always been struck by the 
wonderfal Jewish babies and children she saw. The houses were wretched. 
but the Jewish children were magnificent, and she attributed that-to the 
fact that to the Jews motherhood meant something, They realised the need 
of rearing healihy children, and this had helped the Jewish race to survive 
so many Vicissitudes. Lt had been said that motherhood was a social rather 
than a medical proble i). and she had always been amazed that so little Was 
done by the authomities to insist on the nece ssary < “onditions for the rearing 
of healthy children. Far too little influence was brought to bear b iy wonen 
yoters on Members of Parliament and municipal bodies to bring about the 
changes in housing, care of food, ete, that she was sure the Jewish community 
felt deeply about. She expressed her best wishes for the future success of 
their admirable institution. 

Rabbi IL. J. Marrvck, in moving the re-election of the Committee, said 
that every pound given to the Home was an investment for humanity, 
and an investment for hamanity might ; yield unteld returns. 

Mre. Hiuier Hour, in moving a vote of thauks to the speakers, said 
that her husband would give £25 to the appeal. |

THE LETTERS OF BENAMMIL.. 
CCXCVII.—Neighbourliness. 


My Dear Covsry, 

It has been said with a good deal of truth that Jews are good neigh- 
bours. From time immemorial they have realised what a magnificent force 
for food is true ‘neighbourliness, and one can well understand the inwardness 
of the morning prayer: “May it be Thy Will, Oh Lord ofir God, and God 
of our fathers, to deliver me this day and every day ‘rom a bad neighbour.” 

What is the essence of good neighbourliness ? It would be true to say, 
I suppose, consideration, kindly feeling, right conduct, and the thought for 
other people's needs as well as for your own. If such be the nature of 
neighbourliness, it must be admitted that its origin goes back to distant 
antiquity. It is associated as a doctrine with the name of Rabbi Gamalrel 
the First, who was President of the Synhedrion in the reign of the First 
Agrippa. A striking passage in the Mishna declares that the Rabbis laid 
Jowa a number of ordinances in order to promote peace and engender 
acighbourly feelings. (Ow "SBD MON Four of these 
are worth reproducing. In reading Holy Writ,a Cohen reads first, then a 
Levite, then an ordinary Israelite. ‘Secondly, the cistern nearest a canal 


should be filled before the others. Thirdly, during the harvest, poor - 


(fentiles should not be prevented from gathering corn in the field, either 
at the corners, or what has been forgotten, Fourthly, in the Seventh 
year Gentile workers, but not Jewish workers, should be assisted 
ISNT 

The last point is certainly remarkable as an example of true neighbour- 
iness and consideration. But it does not stand alone. The Talmud Rabbis 
laid it down as a principle that Jews should feed poor Gentiles together 
with poor Jews, should visit the sick, Gentiles and Jews altke, should 
bury the dead, Gentiles and Jews alike, in order to promote peace 
There are even more striking passages still. One in 
particular deserves note. It was ordained that in towns where Jews and 
Cientiles lived together, guardians of the poor were to be nominated from 
both sections of the population. . Jews and Gentiles were to be taxed alike 
for poor relief, dnd the poor, whether they belonged to one section or the 
other, were to be treated exactly «like. Gentile mourners were to he 
comforted in precisely the same way as Jewish mourners, and Jews and 
Gentiles were to wash their dishes at the town stream, side by side, in order 
promoting peace considered to be, that in one passage in 
definitely. stated that the Torah was give:

The salvation of the world, as .« 
clever writer im the current issue of the Rounp Taste has pointed out, can. 
only come from Frenchmen understanding Germans, Germans understanding 
Belgians, Belgians understanding Italians, and so forth. ; 

In this coyntry the first indication of a change of heart in this con- 
nection was the piece of news publishéd by Tar Jewisn CHronic.e in its 
issue of May 15th last. The Annual Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
of England in the year 1924 may perhaps be a turning point in the history 
of the relationship between Jews and Gentiles. The spirit towards Jews 
which marked that Assembly breathed that Jewish ideal of ow say "IBD. 
How will it be answered ? There is a long memory in the Jewish conscious- 
ness of suffering unjustly inflicted. There are bitter recollections, which in 
Eastern Europe at any rate extend down almost to this very day, of brutal 
murders, of helpless orphans, of houses perishing in flames, of cruel barbarity. 
Memories of this kind have seared the Jewish consciousness. There is no 
minimising these things. _Nevertheless, in the cause of peace the Jew must 
rise above these bitter memories, and must grasp in friendliness the haud 
which is stretched out towards him. Both sides must cultivate the policy 
of healing, of understanding, of sympathy. Each side will doubtless cleave 
to his outlook, to his tenets, to what he considers true and precious, yet, so 
cleaving, he will co-operate with the other side as citizens to help forward 
the cause of goodness. | 

It iasign of the times that there should be among some Christians 
the feeling that a great wrong has been done to the Jews and that that 
wrong must be righted. It seems to me that Jews no less than Christians 
should ponder carefully and with thankfulness the address of Professor 
kiimslie, delivered before the Assembly of the Presbyterian Church of 
England. Far too little attention has been paid to it. During the 
centuries the Jew has been driven by blows and unfriendly looks to retire 
within himself.

" Be hold, I will send you elijah the prophet before the coming af the areal 
and dreadful’day of the Lord. And he shall turn the heart of the fathers to 
the children. and the heart of the children to their fathers. —Malachi iv., 5, 6. 

We live in an age in which the religious feelings of parents and children 
are estranged from each other. Not that they are less affectionate to one 
another than they ever were, but there is a difference in religious outlook 
between éne generation and another which is a fruitful source of dissension. 
What the parent clings to. with pious tenacity the child discards with dis- 
dain. The pareut is a fromm Jew of the good, old-fashioned type, the son or 
daughter look upon such prety as entirely out-of-date. The most that we 
can expect from such children is that during their parents’ lifetime they 
will abstain from wounding their parents feelings by a certain measure of 
conformit ae they do not believe in, and which .in their hearts they 
l@ son thay accompany his father to the house of prayer on thi 
Day of Atonement, because he knows it would break his father’s heart to go 
unaccompauted.

On our very knees, almost, sonie of us have implored our 
children not to put us to shame. Elijah the Prophet is the great personality 
in ripture tow hom ts assigned the mission of helping to promote good 
feeling in this respect between parent and child.

The Jewish Question in Poland. 
Successful Negotiations With Government. 
[From our Correspondent.) WARSAW. 
The negotiations between the Jewish Parliamentary leaders and the 


Polish Government have finally resulted in an agreement, which, however. 


has still to be ratified by the Cabinet and by a plenary sitting of the Jewish 
Parliamentary Party. It is not anticipated that either body will veto the 
agreement. It is understood that, as a result of the agreement, the Club of 
Jewish Deputies, consisting of thirty-two members of the Diet and fourteen 
Senators, willeither jc in the Government majority, or will at least abandon the 
policy of voting on principle against every Government measure. The Polish 
Government has accepted all the Jewish minimum demands, with the exception 
of the question of an amendment to the Compulsogy Sunday Closing Law, 
which is left open. The twenty-five points submitted by the Jewish deputies 
ask that relief should be given under the Compulsory Sunday Closing Law: 
that market days and trade fairs should not be fixed for Saturdays and 
Jewish festivals ; that assessment for taxation shouldbe made equal bet ween 
Jews and non-Jews ; that the Jewish populatiom® should be given the 
same facilities for obtaining eredit loans from fRKtate credit institutions 
aa are afforded to non-Jews ; that public recognition should he given to the 


Hebrew and Yiddish school stems, the abolition of the merwa 


the Polish Universities and high schools, and the regularisation of the Jew ish 
communities in the country ; as well as equal political rights for all jewish 
citizens. The Jewish leaders undertake to conduct a pro-Britis's policy 
abroad and a Polish national policy in the Sejm, and to upheld present 
frontiers of the State. On the other hand, the Government sgrees not to 
press the demand for Jewish support against the other national minorities. 

The Ziontst Sapreme Council, which commands taajority in the 
Jewish Parhamentary Party, has already agreed to the 
and the leader of the Peasants’ Party, Deputy Witos. has informed 
Deputy Reich that he, too, is in favour of a Polish-Jewish understanding. 
The Moderate Right parties also express approval of the agreement, here 
is, however, a split in the Jewish Parliamentary Party regarding the ratflica- 
tion. The extreme Zionists led by Dr. Hartglass, and the Poale-Zionists, 
under the leadership of Dr. Schipper, are opposed to the agreement, though 
all-other sections of the Jewish Parliamentary Party favour its acceptance. 
The leaders of the Ukrainian Party display great hostility towards the 
negotiations, fearing a union of the Poltsh-Jewish forces in Galicia for the 
“ Polouisaiion of the country. 

The Pétish Foreign Minister. Count Skrzynski, is ahort's to visit. the 
United States. He has announced in an interview that aMong the objects 
of his visit 1 his desire to become personally acquainted with the American 
Jewish leaders. He also wishes to assure American and West European 
Jewry thata new era of friendship between Jews and Christian Poles is 
opening, and that the Polish Government will in future combat antt- 
Semitrsm. | 

The Sabbath Observance Conference here has adopted a resolution 
calling upon all Jewish editors in the country to put their newspapers at 
the service of the movement for securing strict observance of the Sabbath. 
An appeal is made that all persons who desecrate the Sabbath shall not. be 
permitted to belong to Jewish institutions. Another resolution protests 
against the present mode of women's dress, which is declared to be immodest

A Jewish Protest.

The thirty-ninth convention of the Independent Order Brith Abraham. 
probably the largest Jewish fraternity in the United States, was held 
recently at- Atlantic City. There were 915 delegates present, representing 
a membership of over 135,000, The Grand Master,.Mr. Adolph Stern, in 
his presidential address, said that the present immigration policy of Americ 
yas inequitable and unquestionably discriminatory, and the probabilities of 
a modttication of the law were not ‘very promising. Thousands of immi 
grants now stranded and threatened with expulsion at any moment should i, 
all fairness be permitted to gain admission to those shores, ‘Their passports 
had been vised by. American officials, and they had been led to hope tha! 
they would gain admission to the country. Those passports should be 
honoured. Resolutions were adopted petitioning Congress to amend the 
Immigration Act, so as to permit the wives, husbands, children, parents, 
sisters, and brothers of citizens of the United States, and of those who had 
declared their intention to become citizens, to be admitted to the United 
States as non-quota immigrants ; and expressing unqualified disapproval of 
any bills requiring the annual registration of aliens, as being discriminatory 
aad un-American.

Conference of Jews in Prussia. 


The Late Dr. Walther Rathenau. 
Fram our Corre spor 

‘The first conference of the Fe leration of Jewtsh 
Prussia (briefly referred to last week ) Was mncluded in Bertin leat week, 
Mr. Leo Wolff, President of the Berlin Jewish Community and leader of 
the * Liberal” (Reform) Jews was elected President, and Dr. Klee (Zionist) 
Mr. Galowsky (Orthodox), and Mr. Lihenthal (° Liberal’) were’ cleeted 
Vice-Presidents. A budget of. 1.370.000 marks was ippropriated hy the 
conference for the work. of the Federation during 1925. <A resolution was 
adopted asking the Government to make the Necessary alteration 1 thie 
Jewish Communities’ Law to allow for the legal recognition of the Federa 
tion. Mr. Wolff, int his address to the conferern¢ referred to the 
of equal rights and equal treatment for“nall sections of the people which 
President vor Hindenburg had given recently. Mr. Wolff said that the 
Jews would respond by continuing to work for the welfate of the German 
people as one of its component parts. Rabli Dr. Baeck, President of the 
Federation of German Rabhis, said that the chief thing. was to get unity in 
common aims, so that the Federation should enhance the reputation ef 
Judaism im Germany. 

Dr. Sandler said that the right of expulsion was being exercised very 
harshly by the minor officials. For the slightest contravention of the regu 
lations in regard to producing passports for inspection the most severe 
penalty was being imposed. 

Ministerial Counsellor Dr. Badt declared that the treatrnent of East 
European Jews in Germany was inhuman. He could tell them of cases 
where alien Jews who had been resident for forty years in Germany had 
been refused naturalisation. Dr. Badt complained of the propaganda of the 
Union of National German Jews, headed by Dr. Naumann, with tts bins 
against alien Jews. Officials who were complained to about their treatment 
of alien Jews tery often repiied that they agreed with Dr. Naumann How 
could one expect people to feel, when they were told by ade that all 
Zionists were traitors to their country ” 

Dr. Hollaender, of the Central Union of German Citisens of the Jewish 
Faith, said that the Jews were a religious community, and that only the 
common Jewish religion united the German Jews with the Jews in other 
countries. It was very easy, he said, to speak of a community of inte: 
with East European Jews, which was really non-existent. “We donot regard 
East European Jews as inferior beings,” he deelared, “ but we do regard therm 
as different and unfitted for German cultural life.” With regard to the expu' 
sion of East European Jews from Germany, Dr. Hollaender said that he agree 4 
with Dr. Sandler that the Government officials were acting unnecessarily 
harshly, and he quoted a number of cases within his own knowledge where 
expulsions had been carried out under incredibly harsh conditions. In Upper 
Silesia. he said, a drunken German, wandering about on the frontier 
was shot by a Customs official. The official, when questioned, excused him 
self by saying that he had thought it was a Polish Jew, as if that settled th- 
matter. He welcomed the idea of Palestine as a place of refuge fo® then 
unfortunate coreligionists in Eastern Europe, but the Zionists were putting 
all their eggs in one basket, and it was difficult to.say what would happen 1! 
that hope failed and they were left with no other. He preferred to work in 
favour of getting the gates of all countries opened te immigration of the 
oppressed and the unfortunate. 

Memorial meetings were held all over Germany on the occasion of the 
anniversary, on June 24th, of the assassination ‘of the late Dr. Walther 
Rathenau. A procession of 20,000 people carrying banners marched to th 
grave of the deceased statesman. 

The trialof Naval Lieut. Giinther Brandt and Johannes Kichenmetste: 
who were accused of having supplied the motor-car from which the late D: 
Walther Rathenau was shot, and of having been parties to the plot to 
murder him, was held in the Leipzg Supreme Court last week. Brandt, 
in his evidence, said that he had taken to heart “the words of the greatest 
Joew-of the century, Benjamin Disraeli, who had said that aa impure race 
was doomed to extinction,” That was why he had done his bit to keep the

Phgineering Club of Rio. Passing Rio ot his way to Buenos Aires, Dr. 
Einstein was met by a delegation from the University, headed by the Rev. 
¥. Raffalovich and Mr. Isidore ©. Kohn, President of the Brazilian Jewish 


Community. 


Dr. Einstein arrived at Rio on May Sth. He delivered. two lectures on 
the Theory of Relativity at the Engineering Club and Polytechnic School 
respectively. He was received in andience by the President of the United 
States of Brazil, and paid visits to the various scientific institutions of Rio 
de Janeiro. 

On the Saturday evening before his departure, Professor Einstgin was 
the cuest ai a great reception arranged by a special committee representing 
all sections of Rio Jewry. Over two thousand people were assembled to do 
him homage. The Rev. I. Raffalovitch presided, and the meeting was 
also addressed by Dr. David Perez, Director of the Hebrew-Brazilian 
College, and Mr. Edward Horowitz, Secretary of the Zionist Federation. 

Professsr Einstein thanked the audience for the great reception they 


«had given him, and pleaded for the solidarity of the Jews. 


On the following day Professor Einstein attended a large Zionist 
assembly where he was made an honorary member of the local Zionist 
Organisation, and where it was decided to commemorate his visit by 
insecribing his name in the Golden Book of the Jewish National Fund. On 
visiting the bureau of the Jewish Community, he was enrolled a member, 


and accepted the office of Honorary President of the Brazilian Jewish Com-- 


munity. Professor Einstein left Brazil on the 12th May.

On the eve of his departure from Palestine, Sir Herbert Samuel was on 
Tuesday. the guest of honour of the city of Tel-Aviv ata great farewell 
reception, when the freedom of the city was conferred on him. 

Sir Herbert paid farewell visits to the Chief Rabbinate of Palestine. the 
Supreme Moslem Council, and the Palestine Zionist Executive on Sunday. 

On the same day, the Jerusalem Municipality gave a farewell reception 
in honour of the retiring High Commissioner. The Mayor of Jerusalem, 
Ragheb Bey Nashashibi, paid a tribute to the work of Sir. Herbert and Lady 
Samuel, and. on behalf of the Municipality, presented to Sir Herbert an 
album in which is pictured the development of Jerusalem during the period 
of his administration. | 

In the course of his reply. Sir Herbert Samuel said that Jerusalem was 
a city of diversity, and a city in which there should be diversity, but there 
ought not to be animosity. ..The animosity that existed could be made to — 
cease by means of love, and that was the means that the Palestine Adminis- 
tration had been employing. Finally, Sir Herbert announced that after ho» 
vacation he would return to Palestine and setile in the country as a privave 
citizen.

Prior to his departure, Sur ‘bert Samucl issned a farewell message 1 > 
the people of Palestine. After thanking them for the goodwill they ha: 
always shown towards Lady Samuel and himself, Sir Herbert writes: “!t 
was my earnest endeavour to observe the pledge given to the Palestinians 


“jn the message from His Most Gracious Majesty King George V, 


which 1 delivered five years ago: namely, to observe absolute impar-. 
tiality and to respect the rights of every race and every creel 
represented among you.” The country. he adds, is growing in prosperity, 
beth in agficulture and industry, and commerce, too, 1s developing. 
The population is increasing; there is a balance of revenue over 
expenditure of £600,000; public security has been maintained: malaria has 
been ¢liminated: 200 new schools have been opened; and there is a greater 
degree of harmony between the different religious communities. “ In laying 
down my charge,’ says Sir Herbert in conclusion, “I pray for the future 
welfare of Palestine, for the union of her people. and the strengthening of 
her spiritual influence over the world.”

The second annual conference of the Governing Council of the Tustitate 
of Jewish Studies at the Hebrew University was held in London last week, 
at 77,.Great Russell Street. There were present: the Chief Rabbi of the 
British Empire in the chair; Dr. A. Biichler, Dr. S. Daiches, Dr, M. D. 
Eder, and Dr. Weizmann, representing the English Committee; Chief Rabbi 
Dr. I. Lévi, Dr. Liber, Dr. Manuel, and Mr. I. Naiditch, representing the 
French Committee: Professor Dr. Freiman, Professor Dr. J. Horovitz, 
Professor Dr. Sebernheim, aud Professor Dr. Weil, representing the Germa:: 
Committee ; and Dr. J. L. Magnes, representing both the American and 
Palestinian Committees. Mr. Leo Kohn attended as Seeretary. 

After an address of welcome by the Chairman, Dr. Magnes, the Execu- 
tive Officer of the Council, presented a report on the work of the past. year. 
Of the professors invited pursuant to the decisions of the last annual Cor.- 
ference, three ‘ad been able to accept the call during the period under 
review. Professor Klein had delivered a course of lectures on Palestinian 
topography and had conducted a research class on Biblical geograp)iy. 
Professor Margolis had lectured on “Hebrew Punctuation.” and hel 
conducted a seminary on the Septuagmta on the Book of Joshua. In 
response to many requests, Professor Margolis had also consented to deliver 
«a course of Greek for beginners, which was now being continued by Dr. 
Schwabe. Professor Michael Guttman had delivered a series of public 
lectures on the “ Ethical and Legal Relationship between the Jews and the 
Nations surrounding them, during the time of the Taanaim.” He had 
further conducted a research class on Halachie problems: In addition, 
several sebolars hving in Jerusalem had been attached-to the Institute in 
the capacity of Research Associates. In the Judaistic branch Rabbi A asaf. 
Dr. Aharoui, Rabbi Kasovsky and Mr. Zurt had been appointed, and on the 
‘)riental side Dr. Maier, Mr. Yellin and Dr. Baneth had been attached to the 
Institute. 

There had been in all some 200 students during the first term, of witom 
GO. including five women, possessed Academic degrees. Most of them were 
teachers ; the other students were either alumni of European colleges or 
unqualified men, admitted merely as external students, 

During the present term Professor Klein was continuing his lectures on 
biblical topography and conducting his researeh class. Professor J. N. ° 
Epstein was reading an introductory course on Mishna texts, and directing 
a research class on the same subject. Of the Research Associates. Dr. 
Ahroni was delivering an extension course.on “ Animal. Life in the Bible.” 
Dr. Maier was reading a course on “ Mohammedan Arehiteeture in 
Jerusalem,” and Rabbi Assaf was lecturing on the “ Organisation of the 
Babylonian Yeshiboth.” 

The Institute was temporarily housed in a rented building in close 
proximity to the University buildings on Mount Scopus.. It would later on 
be accommodated in the new spacious building which was now about to be 
erected for the University Library. 

Dr. Magnes further reported: that an American Committee for the 
support of the Iustitute of Jowish Studies had been formed, consisting of 
Mr. Warburg, Dr. Adler, Mr. Rosenbloom, Mr. Mack, Mr. Marshall, and Mr. 
Unterberg. This Committee was assisted by an Advisory Committee, con- 
sisting of Professors Ginsberg, Davidson, Marx, Zeytlin, Dr. Adler, and Dr. 
Wolfson. In conclusion, Dr. Magnes made a statemen* on the financial 
position of the Institute, and. on the: promises of financial’ sapport he had 
received in America during Mis recent tour, 
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After hearing the report of Dr. Magnes, the Council entered into a full 
discussion. It was followed by a debate on the administration of the 
Tnstitaute-and on its relation to the Hebrew University asa whole. It was 
resolved that the Institute constitute part of the Hebrew University, but 
that its administration be autonomous in respect of the appointment of pro- 
fessors, the fixing of the budget, and the programme of work. The Chief 
Kabbi was elected Chairman of the Governing Council, which is to consist 
of five representatives each of the committees formed, or about to be 
formed in Palestine, America, England, France, Germany, Austria (includ- 
ig {zecho-Slovakia and Hungary), and Poland (including Rumania). It 
i. to meet annually, and to lay down the general policy of the Institute, fix 
the budget, appoint the professors, and elect the Chairman, Secretary and 
‘!reasurer. The local administration will be in the hands of the Executive 
ee‘ ‘licer, who is to carry out the general policy, draw ap the rules of admis- 
ee on in Collaboration with the professors, appoint the officials, and arrange 
‘ie schedule of the courses and lectures to be delivered. 
| At the end of the first day’s meeting, a sub-Committee was appointed 
wa { v the purpose of preparing a list of nominations for professorships and 
oe icctureships.. The sub-Committee, which consisted of Dr. Hertz, Dr. 
ichler, Professor Freimann, Dr. Levi, and Dr. Magnes, met in the evening, 
oud prepared a list of candidates, which was considered by the Conference 
on the following day, On the basis of its recommendations, the Conference 
Jecided to issue calls to a number of prominent Jewish scholars in Europe 
»od America to take up professorships and lectureships at the Institute. 
The Conference furthermore discussed the issue of a regular publica- 
, on by the Institute and the establishment of a number of scholarships for 
search students.

The Meaning of the Balfour’ Dediration. 


SIR HALL CAINE’S VIEW. 


The second and conchading article by Sir Hall Caine, C.H., on Palestine, 
appears in the current issue of the Sunpay Times. 

The writer refers to the magnificent record of Jews in the war. “the 
ardour with whiich the young Jews of Britain sprang forward at Kitchener's 
call, the bravery with which they fought on the fields of Flanders, and the 
number of Jewish names that rank with our own in the British Roll of 
| Honour.” It is an open secret, he adds, that Mr. Linyd George felt that 
recognition of such services ought to take the form of helping the Jews to 
realise their national aspirations, and in 1916 Dr. Weizmann took advantage 
f his opportunity to urge upon the Foreign Office the consideration of the 
| Zionist claim to a National Home forthe Jews in the Holy Land. The result 
was seen in the Balfour Declaration, the text of which Sir Hall Caine 
reprints, 

What did this Declaration meéan (he asks)?’ Did it mean (as in 
their first enthusiasm some of the Jews were inclined to believe) that 
Palestine was to become a Jewish State (just as England was an English 
State), with a Jewish Goverument and perhaps a Jewish army ? 
Assuredly not. It meant, as it said, that the Jews should have a home 
in Palestine, not on sufferance, as under Turkish rule, but of natura! 
and inalienable right. Had the motive behind the Declaration any 
retributive reference to the Arabs already living in Palestine ? None 
whatever. It was iitended as a tribute to the general contribution of 
the Jewish people, not in Britain only; butin all the Allied countries, 
towards-.the winning of the war, and perhaps also (1 speak for myself 
only) as a means of further strengthening Jewish sympathy on the side 
of the Allies, particularly in America, where there were six millious of 
Jews, many of them very influential. In this sense, and this alone, thc 
Balfour Declaration was, at the close of the war, ratified by the Treaty of 
Versailles and regulated by an article in the Covenant of the League of 
Nations, which accepted Britain as the mandatory power to carry the 
Declaration into effect. 


The Arab Claim, 
Meantime, Sir Hall Caine goes on toask, what hadthe Palestinian Arals 
Leen doing ? They had been fighting against Britain, and “ it is not too much 
to assume that many of the two thousand British soldiers who he buried in the 
war graves overlooking Jerusalem from the breast of the Mount of Olives, 
fell by Arab bullets.” 

More than that, it is just to ourselves, in the light of the present 
Arabelaim to large and even pre@ominating civil rights under British 
administration, tosay that under Turkish administration they had nearly 
no civil rights whatever, nothing that we should call popular representa- 
tion (little more than local Councils which were mainly nominated by 
Turkish authorities), and that they were as surely a subject people 
under the Turks as the Jews were, two thousand years ago, under the 

Hardly had our military occupation been withdrawn and the civil 
administration come into being, when the Arabs (helped by English 
people of whom England could scarcely be proud, and by Christians of 
other nationalities who had different interests) began to object to the 
central object of the Mandate, to the establishment of a National Home 
for the Jews in Palestine, to the large immigration of Jews from 
Europe (50,000 down to date), and by virtue’ of their larger population 
Comal eight Arabs to one Jew), to demand a clear majority over Jews,

things—either the Knitish administration remains and carmes out the 
purpose for which it was ereated, or it goes out at the mere bidding of 
the val population, and that is a circumstance which (the Vatican for 
or against it) Britain cannot think of for so much as a single moment.

section of its members to a democratic foram, gives no guarantee for the 
upbuilding of the National Home in Palestine in aceordanes with the ideals 
of the Zionist renaissance. 

The constitution of the Jewish Agency, in particular. as propo sed by 
the decisions of the last meeting of the Actions Committee—which are not 
in accord with the decisions of the Thirteenth Congress—if this constitution 
is to bear a dehuite character, must have as its result the acceleration of this 
decay.

OF decisive importance for the attitude to he t: iken tow ards the prob I m 
ef the Jewish Agency, as at present planned. are the viewpoints with regard 
to the form to be assumed by the Jewish Palestine. .The. great stream of 
Mminigratiion which has been flowing into Palestine e during the last few 
years—a powerful proof of the strength of the desire for Palestine of the 
masses of the Jewish people—gives actualit ty to the problem of the prince iples 
of the Palestios construction work. It must be insisted that this stream of 
immigration to Palestine must not be hindered or stemmed from the outside. 
We must be careful about the direction of this immicration a: 1d the organie 
of the Je wish hfe itj Palestine. Zionism does not the 
transference of Jewish emigrants to Palestine and their settlement in 
any sort of way. Zionism has its strongest roots in the will 
bring aboot a fundamental change in Jewish life, in its national- 
eultural as well as im 1ts-economic-social forms. This demands a «! hiftin gy of 
classes in the Jewish people, and a sound. distribution of the Jewish popu tla- 
tion of Palestine as between the land and the town. The prime condition 
for national upbuilding is the right of self-determination of the Jewish 
Palestine and the hindering of every attempt at adminjstrative guardia: ship. 
The transference of the leadership of the upbuilding work to the Jewish 
Agency, in the form at present proposed, will give the decisive influence 
ever the forming of Palestine to circles which are alien to these basic 
priuciples ; it, therefore, mmenaces the national character of the Palestine 
work. 

In view of this position we believe that everything must be

1. . Strengthening of the Organisation and the extension of its organs, 
in the realisation that the Zionist Organisation, as hitherto, is and remains 
the body responsible for developing Palestine ; safewuarding the sovereignty 
of the Congress as the expression of the organised will of the Jewish people. 

2. Conducting a national policy conscious of its aim, and categoric 
rejection of all attempts at weakening the Balfour Declaration. 

3. Safeguarding the national principles of Palestine construction, and 
opposing ali attempts to introduce a system of philanthropic colonisation ; 
safeguarding the Hebraisation of Palestinian Jew ry by the extension and 
the promotion of the Hebrew school syste m. 

The bringing in of all sections of the Jewish people prepared to 
co-operate in the upbuilding of Palestine on the basis of the Balfour 
Declaration must be carried out only if these viewpoints are safeguarded. 

We believe that the carrying of these demands at the Congress will be 
of vital importance for the future of Zionism and of the national home. We 
have, therefore, united on this programme as a “ Conference joint body of 
Radical Zionists,” and are determined to fight for the realisation of these 
demands with all the means at our command. 

We call upon the Zionist public to realise the full importance of all 
these questions, and to see that they are consi tered at the Congress. In 
order to bring about an understanding between all who are in substance 
agreed upon this basis, we call upon people of like views to enter into com- 
munication with us, so that the fusion of all holding these views may be 
bronght about before the Congress. Our belief in the will to hve of the 
Zionist Movement is strong enough to give us hope that a great number of 
Zionists will unite with us in realising the significance of this fateful 
hour in Zionist history, and will be prepared to fight with us for the main- 
tenance of Zionism as the national renaissanca movement of the Jewish 
people and for the safeguarding of the national and Zionist character of the 
Jewish Palestine.

THE ‘‘NINETEENTH CENTURY.” ‘ 


The current issue of Tuk Ninereenta Arree contains 
two articles on* Zionism—" Palestine and Lord Balfour—a Reply,” by Mr. 
Israel Cohen, and “‘ England’ in Palestine,” by Mr. E. T. Richmond. 

Mr. Cohen's article counters one in the last issue of the review by Mr. 
H. St. J. B. Philby. The latter had designated the Balfour Declaration as 
“an aet of betrayal for whose parallel we have to! go back to the garden of 


(icthsemane,” and had referred to a broken promise to the Palestinian Arabs... 


Mr. Cohen points out that there were no negotiations between Great Britain 
and the Palestinian Arabs during the war, and, consequently, there could be no 


& direct offer, nor any semblance of one, from the former to the latter. The pro- 


mise made by Sir Henry McMahon was conditional on an Arab revolt. The 
Sherif of Mecca revolted, and was made King cf the Hedjaz ; the Palestinian 
Arabs did not revolt, and the allegation that they rendered any military 
support to the Allies has been refuted. Furthermore, in a letter written by 
Sir Henry Me «hon in 1922, he explicitly declared that it was his intention 
to exclude Pal ine froman independent Arabia; and the Emir Feisal (now 
King of Iraq), nin Paris in 1919, signified his approval of the Zionist 
proposals to the reace Conference. 


Mr. Cohen also repudiates Mr. Philby’s allegations regarding a “ Zionist 
Administration” in Palestine. On the contrary, he says, the Zionist 
Organisation has various grievances against the Administration. “Thus 
whilst the Administration is required to ‘facilitate Jewish immigration under 
suitable conditions,’ it imposes severe and elaborate restrictions, and demands 
a landing tax of one pound from every Jew for the right to enter his national 
home. The Administration hasalso to‘encourage . . . close settlement 
by Jews on the land, including State lands and waste lands not required for 
public purposes, but after five years of a Jewish High Commissionership 
this article still remains a dead letter. The largest area of Government land 
consists of the marshy Beisan district, comprising some 500.000 dunam (about 
125,000 acres), a very small part of which was promised to the Zionist 
Organisation, but the entire area has been distributed among the fellah 
without a single dunam. being allotted for Zionist settlemerit. Moreover 
out of the Government's annual budget of £100,000 for education the Jew 
ceive only £3,000, which is wholly out of proportion to their ratio of the 
ypulation, and hkewise to their own contribution. to the Palestin: 
cchequer ; and this sum constitutes the e ytire financial assistance given by 

‘Government to the upbailding of the Jewish national home. . . . It 


will thus be seen that,so far from the Arabs having any grievance because of 


the non fulfilment of a promise that was never made to them. it is the Jews 
who havea grievance because of the niggardly and grudging interpretatio 
of a promise that was undoubtedly made to them.” 

Mr. Richmond's article sets out to show that Great Britain's occupation 
of Palestine has been “marked by acts which left on the inhabitants 


impressions of deceit and disregard for the pledged word.” Thy Arabs. he 
says, though able during the war to extort promises, gained. in the event 


little more than what the others, Europeans and Jews, did not want or found 
it impolitic for the moment to take. They expected that a promise from 
England would be more than a scrap of paper. “ Surely no Christian people 
even though prepared to disregard a promise, would hand over the Hols 
Land to the enemies of their faith.” Great Britain's action has, says M)

Austrian Anti-Semites ‘nel the Congress. 
PRIME MINISTER’S REASSURANCES. 


Tn connection with the repeated threats in the anti-Semitic Press that 
the Zionist Congress will be broken up, the Zionist Executive has made 
enquiries of Dr. Chajes, the Chief Rabbi of Vienna and. President of the 
Zionist Actions Committee, as to how the matter stands, so that if there is 
a real danyver of disturbances, the Congress should be held in Holland instead 

Dr. Chaijes has replied that there is no need to make any changein the 
arrangements, and that there is no reason to anticipate any disturbances 
during the period ot the Cong CAS. 

The Prime Minister of Austria, Dr. Rameck, has at the same time sent 
a letter to the Austrian Zionists assuring them that the Government will ia 
no cireumstanees permit disturbances to take place. The Government, the 
Premier assures them, sees no reason for anxiety. On.the contrary, the 
majority. of the population view with favour such a distinguished assembly 
being held in Vienna, and the Government will do all that 1s i its pewer to 
assiet the (Congress. 


Anglo-Palestinian Club. 
ADDRESS BY DR. A, GOLDSTEIN. 


Mn Sunday, at Jews’ College, Dr. Alexander Goldstein, Chairman of 


the Aeren Hayesod Campaign Committee, lectured to the Clab on “ Our 
Achievements and Failures in Palestine.”. Mr. Joseph Prag, J.P., presided. 

Dr. Goldstein said that it had become almost a habit for people to 
critierse what was done in Palestine, but to say nothing of our achievements 
there, Everything im Palestine was so complicated that it was very difficult 
to point out decided failures or achievements. He had witnessed the 
pogrom itn Palestuie five years. ago on the oceasion of the Nebi Musa, but 
this year he did not notice any Signs of unrest. That was the best symptom 
of the great change that had taken place during those five years... The 
change was the-result of the fact that the Arabs were realising that they 
benefited greatly by the immigration of the Jews. For those in Palestine 
it was really umbearable when they read in the papers expressions 
of opmion where the Jew was represented as robbing the poor Arab. 
They could not understand how such a fiction about the real. situation 
had been so widely spread in England... There was also misunderstanding 
regarding the question of the Crown lands, with which Sir Herbert. Samuel 
had dealt in his recent report. Another grievance was the schools budget. 
The Jews and Arabs were both paying their taxes, but the Jews had to 
support thetr school badget for themselves, whereas the Arabs got their 
school budget from the Government. The third problem was the problem 
of Parliament in Palestine. At present the offer of the British Hivh 
Commissioner steod--that a Parhament or some other bedy should be 
elected, where the Jews and Arabs should be represented proportionately to 
ihe strength of the people. But the elections in Palestine could not be like 
the Enghsh eleetions,.beeanse the majority of the Arabs could not read@ or 
write. It weuld be quite fa if the Jews were entitled ‘to decide in 
Parhameut therr own problems in the country. This was contrary to the 
bakit in England, of course, and against any normal situation: but the Jews 
vere not a normal people. Palestine was a country where.every Jew looked 
upon his own job as something which had to do with the building up of the

The Mizrachi in Palestine. 
ADDRESS BY RABBI GOLD. 2 


On Sunday, at the Philpot Street Great Synagogue, under the auspices 
of the London Mizrachi Council, Rabbi W. Gold gave an address on the 
work of the Mizrachi in Palestine: The Chief Rabbi of the British Empire 
presided. 


Rabb: Gold said that it had been his privilege recently to conduct a 
tour of #iciz Yisrael and also of Poland, and he had thus been able to 
contrast the conditions in the Jewish National Home with those of one of 
the principal Galuth-countries. He described a scene at Warsaw railway 
station, when 10.000 Jews had assembled to bid farewell to a part 
of Chassidic Jews bound for Palestine. He had never before ihineciohed 
the jnner meaning of the ory, “ Next year in Jerusalem,” which was 
attered with so much touching fervour by these Jews “hie anffered so 
much in exile. He described the great progress made in Palestine where 
he said, a new type of Jew was being evolved. The Chalutzim were 
inspired by the records of Israel's great past all around them. He denied 
the reports of wanton profanation of the Sabbath, and of other anti-Jewish 
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Committee of which undertook to take part in the Bazaar almost at the last 
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acts, which had heen circulated, but he said that the great problem with whic, i 
the Mizrachi was contending was the attempted secifarisation of the Tora 
in the Jewish schools. To combat this they were engaged in erecting a fim J 
building for the Tachhemons school at Jaffa; where a large number of pupk Be 
would receive a traditional Jewish education. . He appealed for suppart of @

Rabbi of the British Empire supported Rabbi Gold's view 
in ridiculing the suggestion that there was no Judaism, in Palestine. He @ 
described the large congregations with whom he had worshipped at Tel. @

tion given to the children. In Western Canada he had imspected a so 4 
called Talmud Torah where the children were ignorant of the yow. They 
wanted to avoid anything like that in Palestine. The Mizrachi believed in a 
singing Hatikvah, but they wanted it preceded by yow. If they 
wanted Jewish Jews in Palestine they must support the programme of t!\ 
Mizrachi, and especially the Zachkemow school.

Zionism—Its Aims and Methods. 
>» From Mer. P. Horowitz. 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisu Curonicur 


Sin.-One can well understand your indignation at the aspersions cast 
npon you by anti-Zionists, or anti-Zionist journals. There is a form of 
insdlence in vogue with a certain supercilious section of Anglo-Jewry that 
ie peculiarly nauseous. It consists in selecting a particular issue, dividing 
Zionist opinion upon it, and attacking one section by a display of regard for 
the other. To all «auch, our attitade can only be expressed in the old 
Hebrew term : PIF vs ‘Twat n>. That is not our attitude towards 
yourself. We may deplore the policy vou are pursuing, but we appreciate 
your motives, aud realise the sympathy underlying the opposition. That ts 
our sole reason for ec ombating it. 

Mr. Jabotinsky’s powerful letter in your issue of the 19th of June, isa 


remarkable combination of confusion of thought and clarity of statement. 


Nothing probes deeper into the heart of reality than his analysis of the 
Jewish situation, and his terse statement of Zionist aims is a masterpiece 
in definition. “The creation of a Jewish majority in Palestine " may not be 
a term fulfilling his claim -of legal exactitude, but it is a definition in a 
concrete form, that gives the basis of ati equation, which, resolved into its 
factors, is capable of exact solution, What are those factors? They 
are: x, the political conditions appertaining in Palestine ; 7, the work 
accomplished by the Jews in Palestine ; <, the support given to that 
work by the Jews outside Palestine. To make y and = dependent upon © is 
the negation of Zionism. A people that will only undertake its national 
reconstruction if and when political conditions fayour that reconstruction, 
is & nation which, to use Mr. Jabotinsky's phrase, has decided to leave it and 
not to take it. It is a nation that has declared for national suicide. 


That is the broad basis of principle. the theoretic foundation under- 


lying the situation. Practice bears out theory. When, in the days of 
Sultan Abdul Hamid, x was zero, or rather when the political conditions 
were inimical to Jewish settlement, y and = functioned and created thie x's 
of the Balfour Declaration and the Mandate. It was not the “ Politicals of 
Paris, but the pioneers in Palestine, who made the * Real Politik ” of the 
Movement. This emphasis of the political side is nothing new in our 
history. Long before Mr. Jabotinsky came into the Movement, the air 
resounded with the ery of its political protagonists. Nothing was to be 
done, not. a stone was to be moved, until political safeguards of the 
highest “legal exactitude ’ were forthcoming. Had we listened to their 
counsel then, as we are adjured to do now, Palestine would have remained a 
‘Home for Aged Jews”; its spirit would have been the Cha/ukah spirit ; 
its prospects that of wa undesired and undesirable Jewish. charitable 
institution, 

Mr. Jabotinsky misreads history in his conclusion that politics dominate 
economics. It may be brutal to say_so, but the fact remains that the basis 
of colonisation throughout history has not been polities, but the conquest of 
the native populations. North America was conquered inch by inch from 
the Red Indian nations : Mexico from the Aztecs; Sonth Africa from the 
Zulus. etc.: New Zealand from the Maorix; Australia froin the Blacks. 
Have we Jews conquered the Arabs? We have not. Do we desire to drive 
them inch by inch into the Hinterland of. Transjerdania ? We do not. 
To create a Jewish majority is and remains the great aim of all Zionists. 
but it will not be created by injustice to others. Moderti colonisation 
differs from the colonisation of the previous century, in that it is permitted 
to take place by thie conciliation of the native inhabitants, instead of by 
their conquest. That principle must be the guiding star of Zionist policy, 
It must also be the lodestone of the Palestinian Administration, whatever 
country may administer it. 

We Zionists, who are opposed to the policy of the “ Revisionists,” have 
no desire to hide our aims. We are quite prepared to proclaiya them. Is 
there a single statement by a Zionist leader which does not set out the 
Zionist claim in terms far fuller than those with which (probably for 
polemical reasons) Mr. Jabotinsky is satisfied ? What we deem superfluous 
ay, jaggressively dangerous—is a Jewish insistence upon their full and 
immediate recognition, and their constant reiteration by the Palestinian 
Administration or the British Government. , 

What: practical purpose:can that serve in the advancement of the main

Palestiné ? Let us get down to figures, and I will take Mr. Jabotinsky’s

cause of complaint and the necessity for insistence upon a change * 

Perhaps it is the fear of future catastrophe and a consequent diminution 
in the rate of Jewish immigration. Here we come to the crux of the whole 
question. It is undoubtedly a serious problem to maintain for a quarter 
of a century a constant absorbable flow of immigrants, amounting to 40,000 
souls per annum, in a country largely undeveloped, and of which the land is 
As Mr. Jabotinskyypoints out, 
it is the most colossal colonisation task undertaken in modern times. - But it 
is for the Jewish people to face it, and not for the Palestinian Administration 
todoso. I admire the form of Mr. Jabotinsky’s reasoning, whereby he 
would saddle the Administration with that task. It is all fattle. Facts have 
to be faced. The Administration may be ever so well disposed, and beee 
itself upon political formulas most favourable to the establishmt®*t of a 
Jewish National Home. It is still a British Administration. governing a 
territory with a large Arab preponderance, It cannot undertake to 
administer the country in the interests of those who are not there. It 
must govern according to the interests of those who are there. That ts 
a truism; not to realise it is fatnous. How, then, is this colossal colomsation 
stheme to be accomplished? The answer lies with the Jewish people. It 
is trae that such a vast scheme cannot go on per se. It mast be assisted 
As with other people, for instance in thé case of the-enforeed exchange of 
populations between Greece and Turkey, it has to be State-aided, and in our 
case the Jewish people througheut the world must constitute itself the 
Jewish State. “ Build Palestine or perish,” is the only logical conclitsion to 
Mr. Jabotinsky’s clear analysis of the Jewish situation, and if Jewry realises 
that, it will constitute itself the Jewish State in relation to Palestinian 
endeavour and “take it.” Otherwise, it will “leave it.” To rely upon 
administrations and their ever-changing interpretations is to build upon 
quicksand. To expend energy in obtatning a change of expression of suc! 
interpretations is to divert energy from the main purpose. 

As to your own suggestion’ that the next Zionist Congress should 
repudiate the concurrence of the Zionist leaders. in the Churcluill 
Memorandum, I can imagine nothing more calculated to bring the Move 
‘ment into ridicule. Iu the first place, it would constitate a vote of censur 
upon the Zionist leaders that would compel their resignation. In the seeond 
place, it would prove a public gesture of Jewish impotence. Mr. Jabotinskv 
talks quite casily of persuading the British Government, but in that case, 
why, as a member of the Zionist Executive at the time, did he not do so” 
A public repudiation of a publicly-reeognised act can only be carried through 
if there is either the necessary snasion or the necessary force to ensure tts 
acceptance by the other side. We are equipped with neither,

VIEWS OF THE CHIEF RABBI OF FRANCE 


A mecting of the Council for the Amelioration of the Legal Position of 
the Jewess was held last week at the residence of Mrs. Ernest Lesser. in 
order that the members might have the opportunity of discussing with the 
Chief Rabbi of France, Dr. Lévi (who was in England on a short visit), the 
possibility of adopting some prac tical measures for the purpose of gr; appling 4 
with the problem of desertion, which was at present a fruitful source of 
distress, especially in Eastern Europe. The Chief Rabbi, who was accom 
panied by Rabbi Maurice Liber and Mr. Manuel, his secretary, suggested 
that much good might be done by the issue of regular warnings in the 
“Jewish Press, explaining the dangers to which girls would be liable if, before 
contracting a religious marriage, they failed to consult the civifauthorities 
Dr. Lévi next asked the moral support of Jewesses for a civil measure which 
was destined for the protection of children of all denominations, and which 
would render married men liable to serious penalties if thay shonid deser' 
their families. Finally, he asked for the regular issue of a bulletia giving 
the names of missing husbands. wherever the Council had its agents. The 
names, together with photographs and other necessary inforgnation, would 
be furnished by the Rabbis in Eastern Europe

Messrs. M. Denn, Lrp., Hanover Square.a private company, of which Mr. 

In the first case. which came 
before Mr. Justice Tomlin, the firm was sued ‘under the Moneylenders Act 
of 1901 for the re-opening of certam transactions and the adjusting of thé 
charges made for interest.. His Lordship prenounced each. transaction that 


had been brought before him to be harsh

to 20 per cent. In the second case, yadgment was given by Mr. Justice Avory 
for Messrs. Dunn, who were the plaintiffs in an action brought by 
them against Mrs. Gwendolen M. Jefferson..a widow living in Berkeley 
and Captam Bass] B. Hambrough, claiming £2,000 on a dishonoured 
bill of exchange drawn by the captain andaccepted by the lady. The defence 
sot up was that Mrs. Jefferson put her name on two pieces of paper, beheving 
that they were references and that. she in no way signed bills of exchange as 
acceptor. Summing up, the Judge «said he had decided to leave five 
questions to the jury. The main question’ was whether the jury accepted 
Mrs. Jefferson s evidence that she signed her name tothe two bills believing 
that she was merely giving references, and that it had nothing to do with 
any till ef exchange. There were two things in the case which he found it 
ihfficuit to understand. One was the dif.culty of believing that any person 
of intelligence —which undoubtedly Mrs. Jefferson was—could honestly 
beheve that when ehe «i@ned her name che was merely giving a reference to 
Captain Hambrough. Secondly, upon Mrs.: Jefferson’s case and her own 
evidence this was a plain case of forgery by Hambrough, which, if true, 
deserved a sentence of penal servitude. ‘* Whatever your view may be 
about the exorbitant interest which some moneylenders sometimes charge,’ 
said the Judge, “a moneylender who charges 60 per cent. is just as much to 
be believed upon oath as any wholesaler or retailer who sells his goods at 
a profit of OO or ©) per cent.—and there are a good many who do that 
powadays.” The jury, after an absence of half an hour. answered the 
questions as follows: (1) Was the signature of Mrs. Jefferson written after 
or before the body of the bill?—After. (2) In the alternative, did Mrs. 
Jefferson beheve when she signed that she was merely giving a reference 
for this mam Hambrough ?—No. (3) Were the plaintiffs holders in due 
course—that is to say, did they give consideration for the bill and take it in 
good faith +—Yes. In view of these answers the jury did not answer the 
two other questions. Upon these findings the Judge entered judgment for 
the plaintiffs for £2,160 and costs,
